AMENDMENTS TO THE CLAIMS 



Claims 1 to 55 (canceled) 

Claim 56 (new): A faced building insulation assembly, comprising: 
a resilient insulation layer; the insulation layer having a length, a width and a 
thickness; the insulation layer having first and second major surfaces defined by the 
length and width of the insulation layer; the insulation layer being separable 
longitudinally by hand at a first longitudinally separable location that is spaced inwardly 
from lateral edge surfaces of the insulation layer and that extends for the length of the 
insulation layer; the resilient insulation layer being laterally compressible in the direction 
of its width; and 

a facing sheet with no folds therein; the facing sheet having a first outer major 
surface and a second inner major surface; the second inner major surface of the facing 
sheet being bonded to the first major surface of the insulation layer; the facing sheet 
overlying and being substantially coextensive with the first major surface of the insulation 
layer and having lateral edge portions overlying and not extending beyond the lateral 
surfaces of the resilient insulation layer when the resilient insulation layer is not laterally 
compressed; the facing sheet having a first longitudinally extending line of weakness 
extending for the length of the facing sheet that is spaced inwardly from each lateral 
edge of the facing sheet, is aligned longitudinally with the first longitudinally separable 
location in the insulation layer, and is separable by hand. 

Claim 57 (new): The faced building insulation assembly according.to claim 56, 

wherein: 

the lateral edge portions of the facing sheet are bonded to the first major surface 
of the insulation layer. 

Claim 58 (new): The faced building insulation assembly according to claim 57, 
wherein: 

the facing sheet, as bonded to th insulation layer, is fungi growth resistant. 
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Claim 59 (new): The faced building insulation assembly according to claim 56, 
wherein: 

the lateral edge portions of the facing sheet are not bonded to the first major 
surface of the insulation layer so that, when the insulation layer is laterally compressed, 
the lateral edge portions of the facing sheet extend as tabs laterally beyond the lateral 
side surfaces of the insulation layer. 

Claim 60 (new): The faced building insulation assembly according to claim 59, 
wherein: 

the facing sheet is not bonded to the insulation layer adjacent the longitudinally 
separable location of the insulation layer so that, when an insulation section formed by 
separating the insulation layer at the first longitudinally separable location is laterally 
compressed, the facing sheet extends as a tab laterally beyond a lateral side surface of 
the insulation section. 

Claim 61 (new): The faced building insulation assembly according to claim 60, 
wherein: 

the facing sheet, as bonded to the insulation layer, is fungi growth resistant. 

Claim 62 (new): The faced building insulation assembly according to claim 56, 
wherein: 

the insulation layer is separable longitudinally by hand at a second longitudinally 
separable location that is spaced inwardly from the lateral edge surfaces of the 
insulation layer and laterally from the first longitudinally separable location; and 

the facing sheet has a second longitudinally extending line of weakness 
extending for the length of the facing sheet that is spaced inwardly from each lateral 
edge of the facing sheet, is aligned longitudinally with the second longitudinally 
separable location in the insulation layer, and is separable by hand. 

Claim 63 (new): The faced building insulation assembly according to claim 62, 
wherein: 

the lateral edge portions of the facing sheet are bonded to the first major surface 
of the insulation layer. 
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Glaim 64 (new): Th faced building insulation assembly according to claim 63, 
wherein: 

the facing sheet, as bonded to the insulation layer, is fungi growth resistant. 

Claim 65 (new): The faced building insulation assembly according to claim 62, 
wherein: 

the lateral edge portions of the facing sheet are not bonded to the first major 
surface of the insulation layer so that, when the insulation layer is laterally compressed, 
the lateral edge portions of the facing sheet extend as tabs laterally beyond the lateral 
side surfaces of the insulation layer. 

Claim 66 (new): The faced building insulation assembly according to claim 65, 
wherein: 

the facing sheet is not bonded to the insulation layer adjacent the first and the 
second longitudinally separable locations of the insulation layer so that, when an 
insulation section formed by separating the insulation layer at one of the longitudinally 
separable locations is laterally compressed, the facing sheet extends as a tab laterally 
beyond a lateral side surface of the insulation section. 

Claim 67 (new): The faced building insulation assembly according to claim 66, 
wherein: 

the facing sheet, as bonded to the insulation layer, is fungi growth resistant. 

Claim 68 (new): A faced building insulation assembly, comprising: 
a resilient insulation layer; the insulation layer having a length, a width and a 
thickness; the insulation layer having first and second major surfaces defined by the 
length and width of the insulation layer; the resilient insulation layer being laterally 
compressible in the direction of its width; and 

a facing sheet with no folds therein; the facing sheet having a first outer major 
surface and a second inner major surface; the second inner major surface of the facing 
sheet being bonded to the first major surface of the insulation layer; the facing sheet 
overlying and being substantially coextensive with the first major surface of the insulation 
layer and having lateral edge portions overlying and not xtending beyond the lateral 
surfaces of the resilient insulation layer when the resilient insulation lay r is not laterally 
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compressed; the lateral edge portions of the facing sheet not being bonded to the 
insulation layer so that, when the insulation layer is laterally compressed, the lateral 
edge portions of the facing sheet extend as tabs laterally beyond the lateral side 
surfaces of the insulation layer. 

Claim 69 (new): The faced building insulation assembly according to claim 68, 
wherein: 

the facing sheet, as bonded to the insulation layer, is fungi growth resistant. 
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
